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DETAILED ACTION 

It should be noted that "new matter" is being submitted in every amendment filed and 
thus examiner cannot determine exactly what Specie some claims are directed to. For 
example, claim 33 attempts to encompass both Species and there was never any basis 
for this. It appears claim 29 introduces "new matter" with "any other hard material", 
secondly such language makes the scope of the claim indeterminate. Claim 32 
attempts to claim that the "support strips" are magnet, this appears to constitute new 
matter. Claims 34-36, appear to reintroduce subject matter that was previously rejected 
under "new matter". Therefore, as best understood the following restriction requirement 
is made. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Specie I drawn to Figure 2 and Specie II drawn to Figure 9. Applicant is 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. Currently, claims 1-25, 27 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
